W ashington. 
Ju n e 14.— T he presi­ 
d en ts special m essage to congress yes 
terday urging reciprocity with Cuba 
ba* given sen ators a live topic of con 
vernation, but so far as is yet appar­ 
ent there is no change in the situ a­ 
tion, 
T h ere was a disposition on the 
part of the leaders on both sides of 
the controversy to claim when speak­ 
ing publicly, some advantage from the 
m essage. 
The straight 
reciprocity 
men urged that the effect would be to 
cause at least som e of the beet sugar 
Republicans to abandon the opposi- 
lion 
They contended that m any of 
them hail m isunderstood the attitude 
of the president, and now that this 
had been made clear there could be 
no longer excuse for opposing straight 
reciprocity m easures 
The m essage, 
they argued, would clear the atm os 
phi re, render the president s attitude 
unm istakable and then fore bring op­ 
ponents within the part) fare to fa c e 
with the fa<t that in continuing their 
opposition they are antagonising tho 
official head of tile party, 
"W e haye 
known ail th*

1 dent stood on this subject, and have 
told the Republican opponents of rec­ 
iprocity Just what th** facts ar*!,’* sa il 
a b ailing re* iprocity senator. 
“Th* y

the president to the contrary. 
Th** 
m essage confirm s all that we have said 
lo them 
It c h a rs the atraosph*r* 
and n ecessarily th** r* suit must be ben­ 
eficial for a reciprocity btll," 
The beet sugar I* aders declare that 
the m assage has caused no losa w hat­ 
ever to them . and that all those s< na 
tor* w ho had stood with them before 
are still with them . 
They also assent­ 
ed ti.at the president s interposition 
In the m atter had had the effect of 
causing to hesitate some sen ators who 
heretofore had not taken a positive 
stand against reduction be* a use of the 
feeling that the president should le a c* 
congress to dead with the subject in 
its present stage 
Senator D eltrtch 
was among the most outspoken of th*> 
beet sugar meu 
and h* made an un­ 
successful * (fart to secure the atten ­ 
tion of the ch air after the reading of 
the m essage 
Those who are in his 
confidence say that it was hts purpose 
to move for the discharge of the conv 
m ittee from the further consideration 
>f the hou- - bill in order to perm it th* 
im m ediate consideration of that meas 
ufo 
T here is still more or less can ­ 
vassing of the wisdom of holding a Re­ 
publican caucus, and it is probable 
that ultim ately one will be held. but 
no date is now mentioned.

He is regarded as one of the Start 1- 
dard Oil com pany’s confidential re[>- 
resentatlves. and he is the Indiana 
head of the D eitreich gas syndicate. 
In addition he has vast in terests of 
his own, m aking him one of the w eal­ 
thiest men in Indiana today. 
He has 
not been taking am active in terest in 
politics since Bryan was first nom i­ 
nated. as he was one of the stron gest 
Gold D em ocrats in th e country.
